“By faith’’ — This is the key to the secret of 
power and victory in the lives of the Old Testa¬ 
ment saints. “Faith in the Son,” is the only way of 
escape from death unto life as set forth in the 
invitation which Christ extends unto the world. 
“Have Faith in God” — the exercise of this faith 
is the sole means to experience that power of God 
which is able to move mountains. But love is 
greater than faith. 

Hope — The content of faith which creates the 
consciousness of its reality. As faith forms the 
basis for all experience of the Divine, so hope 
offers a sure anchor for our expectations and our 
dependence upon the Eternal. The reciprocal re¬ 
lationship between faith and hope remain insep¬ 
arable, and can only abide in this inter-dependence 
Faith, the strength of our life; hope, the contents 
of our life; but love is greater than either. 

Faith and hope are continually directed towards 
God, but love is the expression of life in God him¬ 
self. “He that dwelleth in love, dwelleth in God, 
and God in him.”

“Faith, hope, and love, these three, but 
the greatest of these is love.” 

Confusion reigns supreme in the events of the 
present age. Thrones are destroyed, empires fall, 
nations are annihilated. All barriers of law and 
order give way. The pillars of our scientific cul¬ 
ture are tottering and threaten to cause the de¬ 
struction of their own creators.

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O NLY two and a half months after the 
termination of the last great war, the 
Lord opened the way for the larger part of 
the present senior class to commence studies 
at the M. B. Bible College. During the time 
that we were subjected to a type of training 
that had not been anticipated, and which we 
were inclined to regard as an interruption, 
the Lord had quietly called into existence 
this institution, in which we were to resume 
our formal preparation for the Christian 
ministry. 

The end of the war and the immediate dis¬ 
charge from national service of a number of 
men came unexpectedly soon. Among those 
released by the Canadian Government for the 
purpose of pursuing Christian training were 
also a few of the men in our class. In view 
of the course of world events during the past 
ten years, and also in view of today’s dark 
political skies, which threaten the discon¬ 
tinuation of all theological studies, let us 
appreciate the Government which has served 
us so well, and pray that God may continue 
to guide its policy to the furtherance of His 
Gospel. Should we possibly belong to that 
relatively small group, which will be given 
the opportunity to serve the Lord in the 
momentous years that lie before us, may we 
be found truly redeeming this time of grace. 

During these last three years the Master 
has indeed given us a thorough training. In 
the course of our daily life all of us have 


faced and made far-reaching decisions. 
Through the fellowship with students and 
faculty we have learned to appreciate and 
better understand the different qualities and 
conflicts of the Christian personality. Love 
and grace have proved the effective means of 
doing away with friction, and have been the 
means of incorporating all the different indi¬ 
viduals into a unified whole. 

Through their tireless efforts the faculty 
members have been especially stimulating 
and inspiring. Not only have they filled our 
minds with new ideas; led us on to wider, 
broader lines of thought; and taught us how 
to study more independently, but they have 
also taught us to love and cherish our Saviour 
and Master more dearly, and to believe in 
Him more fervently. For this we are indeed 
grateful to them. 

And now that we have come to another 
milestone of progress, where we venture out 
into a fuller and directer service, we deeply 
feel our responsibility and our insufficiency. 
With Paul we say: “Not that we are sufficient 
of ourselves, to think anything as of our¬ 
selves, but our sufficiency is of God.” Only 
the consciousness of this abundant, enabling 
grace, gives us the boldness to step out into 
the open conflict. We do so, however, with 
the earnest desire to be used in, and by our 
churches, to the fulness of our God-given 
capacities.

Directed by a committee under the leadership of 
Mr. Henry Warkentin, in conjunction with Rev. 
Wm. Falk, city missionary, the work of bringing 
the gospel to the lost, formed a vital phase of the 
students’ life. Despite the fact that many talents 
were represented, and that the students were 
ready and willing to help in this great task, only 
the fringe has been touched, of that which needs to 
be done in a field of this size. 

The work was varied. Together with the Child 
Evangelism Fellowship, under the direction of 
Miss Ida Twining, and sponsored by the Christian 
Business Men, a great ministry to the children was 
made possible. Through Miss Twining’s assistance, 
some ten Bible or Sunday schools were entrusted 
to us, conducted in homes, churches or even schools. 
Besides these, we had about six others. The 
precious seed has been sown in many little hearts, 
and in some cases has already yielded fruit. Then 
four Old Folks and Nursing Homes were visited 
quite regularily by trios, quartets and other groups. 
Many valuable contacts have been made, and 
where permitted, tracts were distributed. Many 
a lonely Christian has been cheered, and some un¬ 
saved have been aroused. The Concordia Hospital, 
and the Children’s Hospital have been visited 
frequently. In the rescue mission of the city, the 
Union Gospel Mission, Rev. Falk has often asked 
students to help in singing, preaching, or handing 
out tracts. Thousands of tracts have been handed 
out on the streets. In fall and spring, when weather 
permits, open air meetings are conducted. Another 
group worked faithfully among the negroes. 

Brethren and sisters have also visited homes of 
the shut-ins, and those in need, spiritually or 
materially, to bring a little cheer. In addition to 
this, students have taken part in the work of our 
churches in the city and vicinity. 

We wish to praise the Lord for blessings re¬ 
ceived, for open doors, for answered prayers, and 
souls won for Him. May the Lord prosper the 
work, enlarge our vision, and increase our love 
to Him and for the lost.
